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ason Dimozantos bristles at the sug- 
gestion that Port Melbourne is al- 
ready doomed to relegation from 
Division One. And the former Victo- 
rian Institute of Sport scholarship holder and 
Australian schoolboy representative even gets 
testy at the mere suggestion that alarm bells 
are ringing for the SS Anderson Oval outfit. 

But alarm bells certainly sounded 
loud and clear when we started this interview. 
Dimozantos had set them off at his Southbank 
residence but he quickly got into full stride a few 
minutes after disarming the security system. 

“We were unlucky against Langwarrin 
the other week,” said the 25-year-old who start- 
ed that game on the bench after missing a few 
weeks through injury. “Langwarrin had three at- 
tacks in the first half and scored three goals but 
we had most of the ball and we pressed well for 
most of the game.” 

It was Heidelberg legend Jeff Olver’s 
second game in charge after replacing Aki Ala- 
giozidis as first team coach and if the recent 
player turnover at the Greek-backed club is any- 
thing to go by then Port is setting itself up for a 
strong back half of the season. 

“T went to training the other night and I 

felt like a new player. I hardly recognised any of 
the lads down there,” said a grinning Dimozan- 
tos. 
“So far so good as far as training goes. Jeff’s 
sessions are excellent. They are short, sharp and 
very well organised and I’m definitely confident 
that we can get out of this. 

“Look, when you’re down the bot- 
tom often things go against you but we’ve got a 
couple of games in hand and a lot of new players 
and once the team starts to gel we could start a 
run that would take us well up the ladder.” 

If Port embarks on such a run it will be 
nothing new to Dimozantos. He experienced a 
great unbeaten run with Richmond in 2005 that 
saw the Kevin Bartlett Reserve side win promo- 
tion to Premier League. 

“Andy O’Dell was coach for about 
five games then Dean Hennessey took over and 
we went on this amazing unbeaten run which 
clinched runner-up spot in Division One that 
season.” 

Amazing seems an appropriate word 
when talking about Melbourne-born Dimozan- 
tos. His career has taken many twists and turns 
and few players outside Premier League boast as 
impressive a football pedigree. 

He started his junior career with San- 
dringham City, which included an under-16 
season under the coaching of former Brunswick 
Juventus striker Joe Sweeney. Dimozantos had a 
season with Bulleen’s under-16s in Super League 
before returning to Sandringham and after three 
or four reserves games was fast tracked into the 
seniors by then coach Billy Brindle. 

Emie Merrick was soccer director at 
the Victorian Institute of Sport and Murray Baum 
was his team manager. They lived locally so they

came to a Sandringham game and Merrick liked 
what he saw, inviting Dimozantos to trial at the 
Institute. Shortly after, Dimozantos accepted the 
offer of a scholarship and over the next couple 
of years found himself in what was to prove ex- 
alted company. His Institute teammates included 
Scott MacDonald, now with Scottish giant Celt- 
ic, Melbourne victory duo Eugene Galekovic 
and Kristian Sarkies, and their former Victory 
teammate Simon Storey. 

“T improved out of sight at the VIS. 
Ernie Merrick was fantastic. He’s a great coach 
and he thinks through every little detail. Back 
then we were pushing the boundaries in terms of 
sports science. I mean I saw a thing on TV the 
other day about the Socceroos wearing ice vests 
as they prepare for the Asian Cup Finals. It was 
presented as if this was some sort of innovation. 
I laughed. We were using heart monitors and ice 
vests at the VIS back in the 1990s.” 

This was the start ofa rollercoaster ride 
for Dimozantos in terms of his aim to become 
a professional footballer. In 1999 he clinched a 
place in the Australian schoolboys side and also 
had a trial arranged with Manchester City thanks 
to former Sandringham City assistant coach 
Gary Mallachan. The trial involved a month with 
City’s youth team and it allowed Dimozantos a 
rare opportunity for comparison. 

“Td say that in terms of sports sci- 

ence the VIS was way, way ahead of Manchester 
City’s youth set-up but in terms of technique I’d 
say City’s youths were miles ahead. I mean I saw 
10-year-old kids over there doing things with the 
ball that I’d never even seen before. They were 
incredible.” 
But the City trial didn’t work out and Dimozantos 
returned to Victoria and joined Port Melbourne 
in 2000, playing under three coaches during his 
first spell with the club: Peter Tsolakis, Frank 
Arok, and Harry Chalkitis. 

“Tsolakis was a good coach, a great 
player and a good bloke. Arok concentrated on 
the flamboyant aspects of the game, the skills, 
and to put it bluntly I had a big fall out with 
Harry. I was doing okay when he was using me 
off the bench and even the other players thought 
so but I just couldn’t get a regular start. Any- 
way, I ended up trialling in Singapore and was 
offered a contract but I was never happy about 
living over there. When I got back Harry told 
me that I’d be in the reserves for the next two 
games. I couldn’t believe it. I don’t know where 
he was coming from and I don’t know whether 
it was some sort of personal vendetta or not so 
I left Port and joined Fitzroy City for the 2002 
season.” 

Dragan Blazeski was first team coach 
at Fitzroy but he was replaced after round seven 
by Doug Hodgson, a coaching change that was 
to have a profound effect on Dimozantos. “Dou- 
gie taught me more than anyone else about play- 
ing as a central defender. He showed me how 
that position should be played.”

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Hodgson also arranged trials for Dimozantos in 
England with, first, Hodgson’s former club Shef- 
field United then, later, with Grimsby Town. 

The media lapped it up. AAP Sports 
News ran a story on 12 July 2002 headed ‘Aus- 
tralian defender to trial at Sheffield United’ and 
a day later the Sydney Morning Herald reported 
on the Sheffield United trial, evening quoting 
United’s then assistant manager Kevin Black- 
well: 

“We still speak to Doug regularly and 
he suggested that we have a look at Jason,” said 
Blackwell. “We’ve not seen a lot of him so far 
because a lot of our training has been geared to- 
wards fitness work, but he is here for a few more 
weeks and we will see if he has the credentials. 

“Providing we can obtain (an) interna- 
tional clearance we would like to give him the 
chance to impress in a couple of our pre-season 
friendlies.” 

That chance never came. A serious an- 
kle injury in his first practice game for the Bra- 
mall Lane outfit all but scuppered his dream. A 
few months later his ankle had recovered suffi- 
ciently to allow him to trial with Grimsby but by 
then homesickness only served to add a sharper 
edge to the bitingly cold wind sweeping off the 
North Sea and scything through the players dur- 
ing training. 

“T came back to Australia at the end of 
2002 and made my mind up that I’d had enough 
of trying to go professional,” said Dimozantos 
with a chuckle, remembering how cold he felt on 
England’s east coast. 

Dimozantos rejoined his former men- 
tor Hodgson at Springvale City, then in South 
East Division Two, before switching to Heidel- 
berg for the 2004 season and winning promotion 
to Premier League under Phil Stubbins, recently 
announced as Aurelio Vidmar’s assistant at A- 
League outfit Adelaide United. 

“Phil’s a very efficient coach, very 
good with organising the structure of the side 
and I expect him to do very well in South Austra- 
lia. His Melbourne record is impressive and I’m 
pleased that he’s got a chance in the A-League.” 

However, the training demands of Pre- 

mier League football were a thorn in Dimozan- 
tos’ side. That’s understandable given that most 
of his work is done at night. 
“I’m the operations manager for Kittens. We’ve 
got three nightclubs and a carwash and I usu- 
ally get home in the early hours of the morning, 
which can sometimes make it hard to combine 
work with football.” 


After an acrimonious end to Dimozantos’ stint 
at Heidelberg he joined Richmond for the 2005 
season then switched to Springvale White Eagles 
for season 2006, playing in the Serbian-backed 
side’s successful promotion campaign in Divi- 
sion One. 

Dimozantos tried to give Premier 
League another try by training with White Ea- 
gles during the last pre-season but contract ne- 
gotiations fell through, prompting his move to 
Port for a second stint. Even so, as he now looks 
upon White Eagles anchored to the bottom of 
the Premier League ladder he feels sorry for the 
club. 

“Springvale’s a great club, with great 
people, and they deserve to be in Premier League. 
I really mean that. OK, you can say about the 
troubles the club faces now that the committee 
have brought them on themselves, but the club 
didn’t realise what was going to happen regard- 
ing relegation this season. 


“They thought there would be no rel- 
egation and that they had to save their money 
to comply with all these rules of entry into the 
new V-League that was supposed to be formed 
the following year. That’s why the club didn’t 
bother negotiating with players until a week or 
two before the start of the season. 

“Last year at Springvale we had a top 
coach, who was also a top bloke, we had good 
players, in fact you look at some of our pre-sea- 
son results this season and we did well against 
Oakleigh and South Melbourne. Then it all fell 
apart.” 

Let’s hope season 2007 does not fall 
apart for Dimozantos and his Port Melbourne 
teammates. Only time will tell if the players, un- 
der Olver, can drag the club out of its present di- 
lemma, but if Dimozantos’ attitude is any guide 
then the relegation fight in Division One will be 
an enthralling contest.

The Socceroos have emerged 3-0 victors 
from a surprisingly challenging encounter 
with Singapore as they count down the 
days to our Asian Cup opener against 
Oman. 

On a typically humid Singapore 
evening, the hosts took the game to the 
visitors in the opening half - threatening 
Mark Schwarzer’s goal on several occasions, 
each time however lacking the resolve, class 
or luck to find the back of the net. 

Graham Arnold’s tenth match in 
charge of the Socceroos was supposed to 
be a comfortable hit-out against the 131st 
ranked nation, but playing in front of a 
packed National Stadium just days before 
demolition work begins seemed to lift the 
home side and they came out firing on all 
cylinders. 

As early as the eighth minute 
Australia looked vulnerable; Luke Wilkshire 
was forced to foul his man in a dangerous 
position and the resultant free kick found 
Australia’s back four wanting; Schwarzer 
furious at some slack marking as_ the 
home side failed to capitalise on a golden 
opportunity. 

In the oppressive conditions, the 
Socceroos appeared to be suffering as a 
result of their intensive training schedule, 
struggling to create any clear-cut chances in 
the opening period. 

Singapore continually looked the 
more likely side to score, Indra with a host 
of opportunities; Schwarzer coming out to 
block his shot in the 35th minute, while the 
crossbar denied the young striker on the 
verge of halftime; Indra’s header slamming 
into the woodwork with the Aussie keeper 
well and truly beaten. 

Australia opened the second 
half with renewed enthusiasm, Arnold no 
doubt aware of the ramifications of a loss 
or a draw just over a week out of the Asian 
Cup. Jason Culina, one of the few Aussies 
to impress in the opening period, pinpointed 
Mark Viduka with a clever chip in the 52nd 
minute, allowing the captain to score only 
his seventh international goal. Viduka 
proved too strong, rising to the head the 
ball onto the post and over the line despite 
considerable pressure from two defenders 
and the keeper. 

Minutes later, Amri should have 
brought the hosts back onto level terms, 
the striker turning substitute Michael 
Beauchamp inside out before his shot 
slammed into the left upright with Schwarzer 


sprawled hapless in his area. 

To roars of delight from both sets 
of fans, Harry Kewell came on with half an 
hour to play, the Liverpool star making his 
first appearance for the national team since 
scoring a dramatic late equaliser against 
Croatia almost twelve months earlier. 

‘Our Harry’ was into the action 
almost straight away, and _ thoroughly 
deserved his 77th minute goal, running onto 
a long ball and getting enough purchase 
on his strike to beat Lionel Lewis in the 
Singapore goal. 

In the dying minutes, Viduka 
scored his second for the evening to 
ensure a somewhat flattering 3-0 scoreline. 
Kewell’s class proved too much for the 
exhausted Singapore defence, skipping past 
one marker before delivering a superb cross 
to his former Leeds teammate; Viduka’s 
commanding header leaving the Singapore 
keeper rooted to the spot.

A satirical look at the World of Football according to Mark Boric 


English comedian Tommy Trinder toured 
Australia in the early 1950’s. He went on 
to become Chairman of Fulham Football 
Club from 1955-1976. 

In his time in Melbourne, he 
attended several First Division (pre-State 
League, pre-Victorian Premier League) 
matches and became a patron of one of the 
local clubs, as well as having his thoughts 
on the game published in the Soccer News 
publication of the day. 

On his Australian tour a pamplet was 
distributed in theatre foyers to accopany the 
show. 

It was called “The Tommy Trinder Story” and 
was advertised as Tommy Trinder tells his 
Life Story and calls it “The Man I Love!” 

He started off as a child singer but soon 
was forced to change acts as the story reveals: 
“An enormous crack appeared in my voice, 
I tried to shut my eyes to it, but my ears kept 
telling me. Then the audience began telling 
me. Finally, my voice broke, with a sickening 
thud, and then the management told me. They 
said I was too old to cling to my career-I 
must give way to youth. I was fired. I wasn’t 
bitter. I realised that Wee George Wood was 
equally entitled to make a living. I walked 
out of the theatre, and, as I thought, out of 
show business, bravely hiding my tears and 
my weeks money.... 

Blowing my savings on an evening paper, 
I read it on a lurching tram. 
The death of an american millionaire was 
reported, and the paper said he started his 
career as a butcher’s boy. The very next 
morning I went to Smithfield and joined a 
firm of butchers as a sort of junior partner. 
Well my job was to run errands and clean 


windows. 

But the glamour of the footlights called 
me-that and the fact it was the highest paid 
work in the world. for instance, I learned that 
Working Mens Clubs paid no less a nightly 
fee than 7/6 for three songs, plus eighteen 
pence for an encore. 

I had no agent in those days, so this 
money - after deduction of surtax and 
supertax - was net. I went as often as I could 
to these Working Mens Clubs. Because of 
the uncertainty of my voice, I was forced 
to fall back on a comedy routine, but on the 
days when, by sheer concentration and hard 
work, I could keep my voice on an even keel, 
I prefered to sing. The money was better. 

This was how the racket worked in 
those far-off days. Knowing you had three

songs to sing, you started of with the worst 
repetoire (and that was no easy choice, as 
all three were usually horrible) and worked 
your way up to the least offensive.Then by 
employing certain ventriloquial talents such 
as making your own whistling sounds as 
though it came from the body of the hall, 
you forced an encore. In between taking 
“calls” you would try to raise the ante on 
the encore in the wings - bumping it up, if 
you were lucky, from eighteen pence to two 
bob. By doing this three times an evening, 
traveling in your make-up in crowded trams 
between the Tottenham Liberal and Radical 
Club, The Enterprise Club, Tottenham, and 
the Tottenham Trades Club, you were in the 
money. All that was needed was a thirst for 
travel, a string constitution and an ability to 
do without sleep. 

One morning my bosses noticed that 
for a week I had been arriving when they 
were having their elevenses. They started to 
critsise my work. 

“Look at those windows” one of them said. 
“Go and clean them at once!” 

“What!” I said, “and show the public what 
you are selling?” 

The next morning I was looking for a job. 
Tramping the streets and mediating on my 
last exchange of courtesies in the butcher’s 
shop, I decded that the only people you can 
be rude to and not be thanked for it are theatre 
audiences. And there and then I made up my 
mind that my life lay in show business. And 
that was the begining of the end! 

The first real milestone of my career as a 
comedian was when I was booked to appear 
in Middlesbrough. For days I rehearsed my 
ad lib comedy gags in front of the mirror, 


and the audience reaction was terrific. 

My mother is a very superstitious woman 
and, before we left Trinder Towers she 
gave me something Old, Something New, 
Something Borrowed and Something Blue. 
“You can’t be a comedian,” she told me, 
“unless you take these.” I gave Something 
New back to her. “I can get along on the other 
three,” I said, “all the other comics have.” 
By the time I got to Middlesbrough I only 
had Something Blue left so after three days 
back in the theatre I was paid off and told 
never to come back.” 

Of course “working blue” was the term of 
the time for comedians with a fairly raunchy 
or risque repertore. 

“In three weeks I was back in the same 
theatre with a new routine (Something 
Borrowed) and with my face blacked. This 
gave Eddie Cantor an idea he’s never really 
recovered from. 

Ah the delights of success! From this point 
on, I knew I could command my own terms. 
A booking manager of a traveling revue 
company wired me asking what these were. 
After borrowing the money for a telegram, I 
wired back confidently: FIFTEEN POUNDS 
A WEEK. 

How could he resist it? Sure enough, he wired 
back: O.K, TAKE FIFTEEN POUNDS FOR 
TWO WEEKS. I joined the show and after 
my first week received seven pounds ten. 
“Here,” I said “Whats this?” The booking 
manager looked at me as though I’d bitten 
his hand that was feeding me.”’Fifteen 
pounds for two weeks,” he said patiently, 
“thats seven ten a week, ain’t it?” However, I 
stayed on with the company. “Whats money,” 
I consoled myself, “to a creative artist?”

Thierry Henry has left the EPL. With 
two Premiership titles, three FA Cups, 
364 games and 226 goals - the loyal 
Arsenal servant has agreed a four-year 
deal with Barcelona worth £16.15m to 
the Gunners. His departure to Spain is 
a sad day for the Premier League — but 
how will it affect the North London 
club? 


Wenger has a reputation for off-loading 
players at the right time, either for 
“footballing” or financial reasons. 
Emmanuel Petit, Marc Overmars, Patrick 
Vieira and Nicolas Anelka were all superb 
players for Arsenal but were sold either 
when they had just passed their peak or 
as with Anelka when the money was too 
good to turn down. However, £16.15m for 
Henry is not good business. Especially as 
Shevchenko cost Chelsea £31m — and can 
in no way be regarded as twice as good 
as the Frenchman. Wenger must surely 
see Henry’s departure for performance 
reasons and not for financial gain. 


Henry’s last year in North London was not 
his best. He suffered with a back injury, 
had a few verbal disputes with Wenger 
including continually moaning that the 
team was not being strengthened by big 
signings. He was often found strutting 
around the pitch and not working as hard 
as he used to. Some people within the club 
felt Henry had become a destabilising 
figure and the team might find his departure 
liberating. 


While the Premiership will loose a great 
player, I think Arsenal will cope with the 
loss. The team are obviously going to miss 


his 20+ goals a season, but the Gunners 
were starting to become a one man team. 
The youngsters seem to feel that they had 
to pass to him and direct the play through 
him when maybe another option would 
have proved better. Next season, Wenger 
will unleash the kids; they will have no fear 
and enjoy their football — as they showed 
in the Carling Cup triumphs against some 
of the top teams last season. Theo Walcott 
may well step up and become the star that 
we was anticipated at last year’s World 
Cup. However, Wenger will still need to 
spend big cash to find a replacement and 
£16.15m could be enough in his thrifty 
hands. Getting Henry off the wage bill will 
also help by saving £100,000 a week. 


The Arsenal rebuilding has started with the 
astute appointment of Gilles Grimandi as 
director of football. Grimandi was one of 
Wenger’s first signings in 1997 and since 
his retirement in 2002 has been scouting in 
Wenger’s favourite backyard - in France. 
He will take on player recruitment and 
look to plug the Henry gap. There are a 
number of possibilities in the search for a 
replacement and early suggestions include: 
£11m Nicolas Anelka from Bolton, £20m 
Carlos Tevez from West Ham, £13m 
Obafemi Martins from Newcastle United 
and £30m Samuel Eto from Barcelona. 


However, more significant to Henry 
leaving Arsenal is Wenger’s own future. 
He only has one year remaining on his 
contract. and the chairman Peter Hill- 
Wood admits he has no idea if he will 
agree to extend his stay at the club beyond 
next season. Meanwhile, Real Madrid lay 
in wait or possibly even Barcelona...

He has netted eight goals so far, including 
four in his last three matches, and has twice 
scored a double (rounds eight and 12). 

His consistency was one of the reasons he 
was called up to join in Victory’s pre season 
campaign. 

“T couldn’t believe that I was actually going 
to play with Melbourne Victory,” he said. 
“Tt was a great experience to play with several 
of the finest Australian soccer players. I look 
up to them and remember watching them on 
TV and imagining playing alongside them.

SUBURBS SET FOR SURVIVAL SUCCESS 


As the Victorian Premier League heads 
into the business end of the season, the 
battle at the bottom of the standings to 
survive a four team relegation drop is 
starting to heat up. 

Prior to the commencement of 
Round 17 only 7 points separated eight teams, 
from the Top Six down to the relegation 
region of 13th position on the ladder. 

While the plight of Springvale 
White Eagles appears a certainty and an 
instant return beckons to Division One next 
season, the fight to escape the remaining 3 
places appears far from over. One club that 
has been quietly going about its business in 
the quest to maintain top company is Western 
Suburbs. 

Founded in 1965 and based in 
Sunshine, Western Suburbs won the right to 
compete in the VPL after securing the State 
League Division One Championship last 
year. It was the club’s first title since winning 
the old Metropolitan League Division One 
back in 1983. 


The club’s maiden voyage into 
the VPL has proved to be a stern test of 
character, both on and off the field. Under 
the combination of an astute coach Micheal 
Chatzitrifonas, a strong camaraderie 
developed amongst the players and a realistic 
committee, the team has been able to keep its 
season alive for the home stretch. 

Equipped with predominantly the 
same squad from last year, Chatzitrifonas 
says he and the club were under no false 
illusions as to what to expect from the outset.

Rather, he is quite satisfied that the club has 
still got a lot to play for at this critical stage 
of the season and believes his current squad 
are more than capable of handling the task at 
hand. 

“Eventhough we’re in the relegation 
zone, it’s still in our hands. If we can get 
results in the majority of those remaining 
games then I believe we can survive. We’re 
still in a position where we can dictate 
where we can finish and I think we’ve been 
showing in the last couple of months that 
we’re certainly good enough to beat teams 
above us. I’m pretty confident that the next 
month will tell the story.” 

“T think it’s fair to say, without 
degrading any of my players, we just don’t 
possess the quality of the Oakleigh’s, the 
Preston’s and the Heidelberg’s of the league. 
I mean, they are the powerbrokers and 
they’re able to chase and handpick the best 
players going around. We’re more of a team 
of battlers, but one that I’m proud of. 

As a unit we play to our strengths 

and I like to think that after every game, 
the opposition know that they’ve had a 
competitive game. I’ve got a close group 
which is committed and dedicated, and I’m 
pretty confident that if we can maintain that 
level then I see no reason why we can’t 
achieve what we set out to do at the start of 
the season.” 
Asked which players have risen to the 
challenge this year Chatzitrifonas said, 
“We’ve got a good blend between young and 
old. Initially I needed the more experienced 
players, ones who have played at a Premier 
League level in the past — your Lorenz 
Kindtner’s, and your Tommy Markovski’s 
- whilst the younger boys have been able to 
grow into their roles. 

Tom has been a pillar of strength at 
the back and he has stood tall up to this stage. 
From my point of view as a coach, the most 
heartening aspect of the team has been the 
emergence of the youngsters - Igor Khrapko, 
James Stefanou, Dimitri Hatzimouratis, 
who’s just turned 17, goalkeeper Stjepan Gal 


—they’re all really developing and giving the 
club a real boost. The more games they play 
the more impressive they’re becoming.” 

As a goalkeeper in his playing 
days who turned out for Heidelberg United 
in the NSL, Chatzitrifonas is well placed to 
judge the exploits of the young Gal. “He was 
instrumental in our winning season last year 
and he’s developed into a very competent 
goalkeeper. He’s only 22 years of age, so 
he’s still pretty young in goalkeeping terms. 

I think the fact we’ve only conceded 
16 goals in 16 games (before Friday’s game 
against Oakleigh), is a reflection on him and 
the back four in front of him. I think week 
in, week out, his performances have been 
consistent. I didn’t really want him to be 
great one week and then poor the following 
week. I’ve really been on to him all the time 
to make sure that he’s aware of what he 
needs to do.” 


“The best goalkeepers are the ones 
that make the least mistakes — and that’s a 
focus he’s taken on board. I think he’s one of 
the better 
goalkeepers going around in the Premier 
League today. He’s got very good hands, is 
very committed, works hard and extremely 
dedicated to his role. P’ve got no doubts 
he’ ll be able to take the next step to possibly 
playing in the A-league or perhaps one day, 
even play overseas.” 

Over the next five weeks Suburbs 
plays four of its matches at home and 
Chatzitrifonas hope to make the most of the 
advantage and collect some valuable points. 
The club is set to face a stiff test against 
Melbourne Knights this Sunday at Ralph 
Reserve.
